In his address, he told of the 
origin of the word “propaganda” 
and the disrepute it has fallen into 
in rece^l^p^^iallpw^A 
workings of propaganda, Mr. Fisch- 
er used as a concrete example the 
Nazi s ystem based on Adolf Hit- 
ler’s rise to power in Germany. 


In closing his lecture Mr. Fischer 
declared, “the best defense against 
propaganda is the study of its 
techniques.

carries over the authority, sanction 
and prestige of something we re- 
spect and revere to something he 
would have us respect; 4) Testi- 
monial, the stamp of approval of 
prominent people; 5) Plain Folks, 
to win our confidence by appearing 
to be people like ourselves; 6) Hard 
Stacking, in which the propagandist

Schuster Student of Poultry 

Experimenting with and raising 
poultry has long been the business 
of Mr. Schuster, who has been man- 
aging both the poultry and the hog 
farm at St. Joseph’s for the past] 
thirteen years. He studied poultry 
diseases at Dr. Salsbury’s school of 
poultry at Charles City, Iowa, and 
took a correspondence -course on 
poultry with the Washington Poul- 
try Institute of Washington, D;- C. 

In recognition for his active par- 
ticipation and keen interest in the 
poultry jjidustry, Mr. Schuster was 
elected president of the N. I. broiler 
and egg show committee; in this 
capacity he served during this 
year’s exhibit, which was rated as 
one of the biggest of its kind in 
the country. 

At St. Joseph’s poultry farm, 
which is located behind Drexel Hall, 
Mr. Schuster has at present about 
600 laying hens and 600 head of 
young poultry. He gathers about 
thirty dozen eggs a day. He in- 
tends to purchase 900 baby chicks 
' in May. 

K eeps pun Chicken House 

Mr. Schuster for economical rea- 
sons believes in keeping a full 
chicken house the year round, and 
does this by buying an assortment 
of chickens every four months. For 
each of the last two years he has 
raised two broods of barred rocks 
and one of white leghorns. In rais- 
ing poultry for commercial pur-

diet of commercial mash and 
scratch grains such as oats, com 
and wheat. This method of feeding 
gives more variety to the chickens’ 
diet and allows them a freer choice 
of feed.* 

Although poultry is Mr. Schust- 
er’s chief interest, he also raises 
hogs. Each year, from twenty-five 
spotted Poland-China brood sows, 
he has produced over 350 hogs, of 
which, last year, 254 were butcher- 
ed. This year the college has been 
butchering seven each Friday.
